SIZZLING STEAK 
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A Prize Worth Winning 


PREMIER BENNETT appears to 
I have brought off a major stroke 
of business for British Columbia by 
persuading the four oil cofnpanics 
with refineries in the Vancouver area 
to use B.C. oil in their plants there 
a« soon as it is available at competi¬ 
tive prices. 

The Vancouver refineries have a 
daily capacity of 91,000 barrels— 
which is over nine-tenths of all the 
refinery production of the province— 
and although they are at present 
using only about 60,000 barrels of 
crude s day, it is a market for oil 
that is highly prized 

But before Mr. Bennett's dream 
of having every automobile running 
on B.C. gas can materialize there are 
several problems still to be faced. 

First, he has to get somebody to 
build a pipeline which will enable the 
crude of the northern part of the 
province to be brought to Vancouver 
as cheaply as Alberta crude can be 
delivered through the existing Trans- 
Mountain pipeline. 

Second, he has to encourage the 
oil companies to go ahead with their 
exploration in northeastern B.C. to 
bring Into production sufficient oil 
to meet the domestic demands of the 
province. At the moment B.C.'s wells 
are capable of producing 12,000 
barrels a day, and because cf 
its limited distribution in the Peace 
River area only 1.000 barrels a day 
are currently bein^marketed. 

OU experts, however, are quite 
confident that the ofl potential in 
B.C nn be increased quickly as soon 
as the oil companies see a market 
potential justifying a stepped up ex¬ 
ploration and development program 
in the f.rsa. 

At least one pipeline firm has al¬ 
ready answered the government’s call 
for tenders for a pipeline from the 
Peace River area. It Ls TransPrairie 
Pipeline which has already built a 
gathering system In the B.C. north¬ 


east for the existing small refineries 
at Taylor and Dawson Creek. 

TransPrairie says it can build a 
300-mile pipeline to connect with 
Trans-Mountain at Alberta, just west 
of Jasper on the B.C. side of the pro¬ 
vincial boundary in time to have oil 
flowing Into Vancouver in 18 months. 

The company estimates it could 
lay a 12-incn pipe with 40,000 bar¬ 
rels a day capacity for $20,000,000, 
or a 16-inch pipeline with 80,000 
barrels capacity for $30,000,000. It 
would enable B.C. oil to be delivered 
at Vancouver competlvely for the 
total pipeline distance would be under 
700 miles—or about the same as 
Vancouver is from the nearer Alberta 
fields. 

It t* proposed that initially the 
B.C. fields would provide Vancouver 
refineries with 10,000 barrels a day, 
rising to the full capacity of the pipe¬ 
line selected as the oil production of 
the province increased. 

If the plan is accepted the value 
to B.C. will be considerable. It would 
bring a great deal of new work to 
the B.C. north, and It would round 
off the oil and gas industry of the 
province that at the moment is top- 
heavy towards natural gas. 

It would also bring new wealth 
to the provincial treasury. On each 
barrel of oil taken out of the ground, 
the B.C. government take* a royalty 
of 12 per cent. On the current 
BC. wellhead price of about $1.75 a 
barrel, this means over 22 cents a 
barrel to the province. 

Simple arithmetic will thus show 
that if the line brought 10,000 bar¬ 
rels a day to the Vancouver refin¬ 
eries the annual revenue to the prov¬ 
ince in royalties alone would be over 
$800,000. For the present total Van¬ 
couver refinery run of 60,000 barrels 
a day it would mean around $5,000,- 
000 a year. 

The prize is a glittering one. and 
now that the co-operation of the oil 
refiners has been secured, it seems 
within grasp. 


Faulty Headlights 


TYJR1NG * recent spot check of 
* ' motor vehicles in this area it was 
found that by tar the greatest num¬ 
ber of faults were In lighting systems. 
This discovery should surprise no one 
who drives at night. 

Glare resulting from a driver run- 
n'ng on the high beam Instead of the 
low when there is traffic approaching 
b one of the worst dangers on high¬ 
way* and city streets alike. That b 
the fault of the driver, not the car. 

There are. however, equipment 
faults which all motorists should be 
on the alert to correct. The common¬ 
est perhaps b the one-eyed vehicle. 
Except In the blaze of downtown 
lights, any experienced driver should 
be able to tell by the loss of bril¬ 
liance in his headlights shining on 
the road ahead that one of them is 
out, and should not wait until the 
matter b brought to hb attention by 
the police. 


Another cause of trouble and 
danger to other motorists b the car 
with one light glaring and the other 
dipped Thb may be due to faulty 
aajustment of the offending beam, 
or to the unit being put in upside 
down. In which case it doesn't mat¬ 
ter whether the driver presses the 
dip switch or not: one or other light 
will always be glaring. Again, thb b 
a fault which the driver should be 
able to detect from behind the wheel. 

Far too many motorists take their 
headlights for granted, assuming that 
they are working all right because 
objects ahead can be seen. There are 
several ways in which lights can go 
wrong, and the responsible, prudent 
driver should check them himself 
periodically. If in doubt as to ad¬ 
justment, he should have hb service 
station apply the proper testa. Public 
safety demands thb. 


He Leaves It to Others 


QOME statesmen keep diaries and 
J private papers galore, so that they 
may either write 'heir memoirs or 
leave behind them voluminous data 
from which their life story may be 
told. Perhaps they fear posterity's 
judgment without their own legacy of 
thought and opinion. Perhaps they 
seek only to make things easier for 
their biographer. 

Either way Mr. St. Laurent for 
one b not a subscriber. He confesses 
that he never kept the kind of notei 
without which a man cannot easily 
write Ms memoirs, and for the reason 
that he didn't think he would be long 
in politics. In the former prime mtn- 
bter's case thb rings true. He had 
a grace and dignity not too common 
among politicians which set him 
apart. Public life claimed him rather 
than the other way round. 


In the result he would have to 
read 15 or 20 years of Hansard in 
order to compile hb own personal 
story, a task from which he shrinks 
and can well be excused for doing so. 
It would daunt anyone except per¬ 
haps a person anxious to praise him¬ 
self in print while he still had the 
chance. 

Obviously Mr. St. Laurent will be 
content to let others assess hb merits 
and the contribution he made to na¬ 
tional life, although he has no need 
for qualms on the Judgment that will 
be passed. But lack of hb own mem- 
olis will be a loss nevertheless. Hb 
aeignioral air was Inherent and not 
assumed, and undoubtedly his pen 
would have lent an urbanity to hb 
reflections that would have enriched 
the literary and political scene.

Preference 
For English 

B> ROB MANSFIELD 

D l'RlNG the first two weeks of 
January there has been taking 
place at the University Collejfe of 
East Africa. Makerere College. 
Uganda, a Commonwealth conference 
on the teaching of English aa a 
second language.’It Is the first sub¬ 
sidiary conference to spring from the 
great Commonwealth Education Con¬ 
ference held at Oxford. England, in 
1959, when this subject was among 
those discussed. 

Why should the teaching of Eng¬ 
lish be important enough to merit 
a full-scale conference? Ttierq ara 
several reasons. 

Since the 1939-15 war. the English 
has become Increasingly used as a 
world' language of communication, 
whereas before the war some coun¬ 
tries chow other languages. Enthus¬ 
iasts who felt that the world needed 
a common tongue often gave their 
support to Esperanto, or another of 
the artificially Invented languages. 

* * * 

, The emergence of the English- 
speaking United States of America as 
a world power has Increased enorm¬ 
ously the preference for English. 
Taking together the United Stales 
of America and the English-speaking 
population of the Commonwealth, 
about 290.000.000 proj^e speak Eng¬ 
lish as their mother tongue. For 
many ycafs now English has been 
the first foreign language taught in- 
achools In Europe. 

English has been chosen In many 
fields where an International lang¬ 
uage Is essential. To mention only 
one: all pilots on all international 
flights all over the world receive their 
taklng-off and landing Instructions In 
English. And how many lives might 
have been last without a single uni¬ 
versal means of communication? 

English, In the same way, Is tha 
second language of most of the non- 
English-speaking countries of the 
Commonwealth. But here there ar* 
frequently tar more Important and 
over riding reasons for constantly im¬ 
proving the leaching of English. 

In many of the African countries, 
whether Independent slates or de¬ 
pendencies, a multitude ol different 
languages, many without a writtra 
literature. Is spoken. English has be¬ 
come the "lingua franca" In which 
the people of the aame nationality, 
but different languages, speak to one 
another. 

It is the language in which second¬ 
ary ayd higher education is given, 
the language of much of the press, 
the language of government, the law 
courts and administration and com¬ 
merce. 

In countries such as these, a sound 
knowledge of'English Is an essential 
of good citizenship, as no one can 
play his full part in the development 
of his country unless he knows ih* 
language of government and admin¬ 
istration. But Jn Africa and lit other 
parts of the Commonwealth th* 
teachers of English, on whom so 
much depends, are often unable to 
keep In touch easily with develop¬ 
ments In the teaching of English else¬ 
where. 

That is one of the reasons why th* 
conference has been held. Its object 
Is not to encourage the use of Eng¬ 
lish where It Is not already used. It* 
urgent task Is to assist the tearhtng 
of English where It is being taught. 
Its alms have been set out as: "io 
provide opportunities for the ex¬ 
change of ideas and experience 
among people from different parts 
ol the world, who may not be aware 
of developments elsewhere: and to 
discuss ways snd means of Increasing 
efficiency at all levels, particularly 
In the difficult Initial stages, m ac¬ 
cordance with Ihe needs and wishes 
of the countries concerned." 

This conference I* very different 
from the Oxford conference, which 
was attended principally by official 
delegations. Intending to reach deci¬ 
sions for prompt action. The Mak¬ 
erere conference is largely a confer¬ 
ence of non-official specialists—uni¬ 
versity professors and lecturers, ex¬ 
perts In linguistics, teachers in train¬ 
ing-colleges snd schools, together 
with Inspectors of schools, snd edwea 
tlonsl administrators. They number 
about 56. representing 10-member 
countries of the Commonwealth and 
the same number of dependencies. 

* * * 

Many other parts of Ih# Com¬ 

monwealth-have a valuable contribu¬ 
tion to make. India ,nd Pakistan 

cart draw on their long experience; 
Australia can contribute techniques 
of teaching English by radio to 
foreign Immigianta scattered over 
vast areas, and the conference also 
has had available Ihe fruits of re¬ 
search on the subject done In many 
' different place* In the Common¬ 

wealth. such as the Cenlrqj Institute 
of English at Hyderabad, and at 
Makerere College Itself. 

Unlike the Oxford Conference, Ih* 
Makerere Conference will only make 
recommendations, with the aim of 
helping all concerned in the teaching 
of English, whether administrator*, 
professors, teachers or authors and 
publishers of textbooks. 

It Is the first to be held under tha 
aegis ol the recently established Com- 
monweaitn Education Liaison Com¬ 
mittee. Its president Is the governor 
of Uganda. Sir Frederick Crawford, 
end iu chairman is Dr. Michael 
Grant, president snd vice-chancellor 
of Queen s University of Belfast, and 
formerly first vice-chancellor of ihe 
University ol Khartoum.

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Garden Notes 
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Jerusalem Cherry 


By M. V. C HES.NUT, FRHS 

Onr of the molt charming and 
popular “presentation" planii of the 
Christmas season la Solanum pseudo- 
capsicum. popularly known as the 
Jerusalem cherry. How If ever 
acquired this name. I haven't the fog¬ 
giest Idea, for It isn't a cherry—In 
fact, the bright little orange-red 
berries are mildly poisonous-and It 
isn't from Jerusalem, but Is a native 
of Madeira. 

It is a shrubby or semi woody 
plant, second cousin to the potato. 
Jthe tomato, the pepper and the egg¬ 
plant. all respected members pf the 
Solanum family. The black sheep of 
the tribe is the deadly nightshade, a 
highly poisonous weed. 


Inches long, they too should hav* 
thetr tips nipped off. The result will 
be a nice bushy plant, w/ll furnished 
with flowering and berried twigs. 


dry them for a feu days on a sheet 
of absorbent paper towelling. 

Tlie best time for sowing la late 
February or early March. Sow thlnly 
ln one of those squatty flower pots 
filled with rather sandy soil, spacing 
the seeds an Inch apart each way. 
Cover with a quarter-inch layer of 
pure sand or vermlculite and keep In 
a warm place until the little seedlings 
come through. Water sparingly, 
keeping the soil only Just moist and 
never sloppy wel. and when the tiny 
plants -how. move the pot to a bright, 
sunny window, preferably In a coolish 
room. 


Home grown plants will fare best 
outdoors for the summer months, 
with the pots sunk up to their rims 
In soil or ashes. Outdoors. Insects 
will pollinate the little white- blos¬ 
soms. causing the “cherries" to form. 
Indoors, the flowers must be touched, 
each one In turn, with a swab of 
cotton batting on a match stick to 
transfer pollen from one bloom to 
another 

The outdoor pots are llftedeand 
cleaned up in early October and 
brought Indoors to the sunniest win¬ 
dow In the house. The plants like a 
mol room, around 50 degrees, with 
plenty of water at this stage and an 
occasional dash of fertilizer. While 
ahhnrlng sudden cold drafts, they 
need adequate ventilation at alt 
times for. like their cousins the 
tomatoes, they are extremely sensi¬ 
tive to any pollution of the atmos 
phere. I have known a Jerusalem 
cherry to drop all Its berries and 
leaves overnight when the pilot flam* 
on a gas range was blown out accl- 
dentally, releasing a tiny trace of gas 
to the air.

When the seedlings are two Inches 
tall, dig each one out carefully and 
transplant It to a three-inch pot of its 
own. again using sandy, free-draining 
soli. Along about next June they 
should be shifted to a bigger pot. 

In 
which thr plants will bloom and bear 
their ornamental berries The soil 
ran be a little richer In this final 
potting.

Questioned why he had de¬ 
layed for 36 hours before re¬ 
porting the disappearance to 


RCMP. he said he had felt no 
anxiety over his friend's 
whereabouts, feeling that he 
had merely "taken off." 

He aald ha still held this 
opinion the next morning 
when he telephoned the Wil¬ 
liams home and was told by , 
Mrs, Williams that her hus¬
